The  house  was  shingled.  Timbers  were  run  across  the 
room  at  the  junction  of  the  walls  and  arched  ceiling  and 
securely  fastened  to  the  sides  of  the  house.  This  greatly 
strengthened  the  building.  A  new  floor  was  laid,  slate 
blackboards  were  put  up,  the  whole  room  newly  plastered, 
(the  ceiling  being  made  below  the  new  timbers)  some 
desks  newly  topped,  and  other  desks  and  seats  repaired 
and  shellaced ;  so  that  we  now  have  a  very  neat  and  cosy 
room  there, — one  that  is  more  easily  heated  than  formerly 
and  from  which  the  echoes,  which  used  to  make  so  much 
confusion  in  the  room,  are  entirely  eliminated. 

The  plastering  at  the  Fish  school  house  has  been 
patched  several  times,  but  now  it  is  badly  cracked  all  over 
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and  ready  to  fall  in  many  places.  Strengthening  the 
building  (the  room  of  which  is  arched)  the  same  as  has 
been  done  at  the  Brick,  and  plastering  the  house  anew  is 
very  much  needed. 

All  things  considered,  the  grammar  room  at  the  So. 
village  is  the  poorest  school  room  in  town.  High  winds 
cause  a  great  deal  of  noise,  which  interferes  with  hearing 
recitations,  and  the  structure  is  so  frail,  that  the  cold  finds 
its  way  in  without  hindrance.  The  coal  stove  which  was 
put  in  six  years  ago,  has  been  overworked,  and  is  getting 
in  poor  condition.  Under  the  existing  conditions  there¬ 
fore,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  that  a  few  times  this 
winter,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  heat  the  room  sufficient¬ 
ly  for  the  comfort  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

There  has  been  no  trouble  about  heating  the  rooms  at 
the  North  village  this  winter.  Much  credit  is  due  the  jan¬ 
itor  for  this  result  which  has  been  accomplished  by  care¬ 
ful  and  persistent  attention. 

TRUANCY.  . 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  actual  truancy  to  report.  * 
One  of  our  Truant  Officers,  Jas.  H.  Luther  has  no  report 
to  make.  The  other,  Edmund  Hathaway,  reports  having 
made  two  visits  to  one  family  on  account  of  absenteeism. 

MUSIC. 

During  the  fall  term,  as  an  experiment,  Miss  Lizzie 
A.  Rose  was  hired  to  teach  vocal  Music  for  ten  weeks  in 
the  four  village  schools  and  Segreganset  school.  These 
schools  could  be  reached  with  less  expense,  and  represen¬ 
ted  more  pupils,  thereby  making  the  cost  per  pupil  much 
less  than  it  would  be  for  the  whole  town.  The  result  was 
very  satisfactory,  but  the  committee  did  not  deem  it  pru_ 
dent  to  continue  the  work  through  the  winter. 
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It  seems  proper  to  record  here  the  following  parts  of 
the  Legislative  Acts  of  1894. 

[Chap.  515.] 

An  Act  relative  to  vaccination. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Parents  and  guardians  shall  cause  their 
children  and  wards  to  be  duly  vaccinated  before  they  at¬ 
tain  the  age  of  two  years,  except  as  provided  in  section 
two  of  this  act.  For  every  year’s  neglect  the  party  offend¬ 
ing  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Section  2.  All  children  who  shall  present  a  certificate 
signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that  they  are  un¬ 
fit  subjects  for  vaccination  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  nine  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Statutes  excluding  unvaccinated  children  from  public 
schools,  and  all  children  upon  such  a  certificate  shall  be 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  parents 
and  guardians  of  such  children  shall  not  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  imposed  by  section  one  of  this  act. 

[Chap.  498.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  attendance  of  children  in 

THE  SCHOOLS. 

Section  9.  The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  a 
child  who  has  not  been  duly  vaccinated  to  be  admitted  to 
or  connected  with  the  public  schools. 

Section  10.  The  school  committees  shall  not  allow 
any  pupil  to  attend  the  public  schools  while  any  member 
of  the  household  to  which  such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  of 
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smallpox,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet  fever,  or  during  a  period  of 
two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such 
sick  person ;  and  any  pupil  coming  from  such  household 
shall  be  required  to  present,  to  the  teacher  of  the  school 
the  pupil  desires  to  attend,  a  certificate,  from  the  attend¬ 
ing  physician  or  board  of  health,  of  the  facts  necessary  to 
entitle  him  to  admission  in  accordance  with  the  above  resr- 
ulation. 


CONCLUSION. 

One  of  the  most  marked  changes  to  be  noticed  in  the 
country  schools  of  to-day  as  compared  with  those  of  twen¬ 
ty  years  ago  is  this.  While  formerly  the  teachers’  energy 
was  given  largely  to  keeping  the  pupils  still,  or  suppress¬ 
ing  their  natural  life  or  activity ;  it  is  now  their  aim  to 
give  direction  to  this  overflowing  life,  to  train  this  energy 
and  to  give  the  child  employment  suited  to  some  useful 
end.  Perfection  is  not  yet  reached  in  this  direction  and 
great  latitude  must  be  given  the  individual  teacher  to  de¬ 
velop  this  method  until  we  have  arrived  at  some  more 
definite  idea  as  to  what  is  most  useful  in  the  matter  of 
“busy  work.”  But  the  results  secured  thus  far  are  very 
gratifying. 

Your  committee’s  aim  is  to  secure  as  good  results  as 
possible  with  the  means  at  their  command.  So  while  they 
cannot  have  the  Kindergarten  or  the  Manual  Training  or 
the  Industrial  Training  School,  yet  recognizing  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  Froebel  “that  the  spontaneous  is  the  raw  material 
and  the  only  element  that  is  valuable  in  education,  and 
that  the  teacher  must  connect  all  his  instructions  with 
these,  and  graft  it  upon  the  spontaneous  activity  of  the 
child ;  that  the  work  of  the  teacher  is  not  to  give  knowl- 
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edge  ab  extra,  but  to  supply  material,  means,  and  oppor 
tunities  in  a  rational  and  harmonious  order  for  the  child’s 
mind  spontaneously  to  work  upon,’*  they  have  endeav¬ 
ored  to  provide  the  younger  pupils  with  material  suitable 
to  give  them  interesting  and  at  the  same  time  profitable 
employment.
